Don’t Be Cold, Says Frost 
Keep Sights High, 
Major Urges in 
Support of Fund

This is the first time in 35 years, during which I have 
written millions of words for daily newspapers, that I ever 
used a capital “I” in a newspaper story. I wouldn’t do it 
now if it wasn’t for my old friend Charlie Stair, chairman 
of your Atlanta Community Fund, and those thousands of 
other Atlanta men and women so sincerely engaged in help- 
ing him try to raise it. But now that I have started, let’s 
have a personal chat with many an “{”. in: it. 

It happens that I know something about Community 
Funds. We call it the Community Chest in New Orleans, my 
home between wars. I was one of the two men, weary of 
countless “drives” every year, 
who sat in a hotel room there 
and out of our evening of talk 
the New Orleans Community 
Chest was born. 

It happens that in 35 years 
of active newspaper work and 
some military service I have 
seen a great deal of this nation 
of ours and this world of ours. 
I have seen this world at its 
best and at its worst. Its worst 
can be awful. 

I have seen suffering I hate 
to remember but can’t forget. 
Some of it has been where 
fighting men were trying hard 
to kill each other. And when 
I say suffering among fighting 
men I don’t mean merely 
wounds or weariness they 
bring out of the hell through 
which war makes them go. I ee Bide: 
have seen them come out of 
action more worried, worried MAJOR FROST, 
to the point of agony, about what was happening to their 
mothers, their wives, their children back home, than they 
were over what might hit them next. 

The boys who are fighting for you on today’s battle- 
fronts deserve peace of mind over what's happening back 
home. They'll hold the battlefront better for you if you’ll 
hold the home front for them. 

But, big as war looks now, and big as war always has 
looked in the past, I think I have seen more misery in great 
cities when we were at peace than I have seen at the front 
in war. There are millions of us today who can’t pick up 
a gun and help cure the world’s war miseries. But almost 
everyone who isn’t in uniform can help cure the miseries 
at home. If they do not do it that is as shameful a thing as 
Ww when men in uniform ‘in the front line throw down their 

uns and run. 

Atlanta has been my headquarters since February 1, 1941. 
I have grown to love this city. I won’t say I have grown to 
love it more than my home in New Orleans because that 
would be asking a lot. But I have come to loye this city and 
its people. I have come to share the pride of all Atlantans in 
their city and in their accomplishments. I share that pride 
in the way in which they live up to their obligations. Teas 
proud as any Atlantan when Atlanta went over the top and 
exceeded its quota for the War Fund. I have learned and 
come to feel pride in all of Atlanta’s achievements in every 
good cause over many years. When I heard first of the 
Community Fund I was ready to offer odds Atlanta was 
going to beat its quota this time, too. But I was stunned to 
learn from the facts and figures of past performances that 
in the past 19 years since that fund was started Atlanta has 
never met its budgeted requirements for the minimum need 
of its charities. 1 am a newspaper reporter. Instinctively I 
began to ask why. 

Here’s what the cold facts and figures showed:

First Report Shows 
Fund Gets $122,025 


Soviets Admit 
2 Withdrawals 
At Stalingrad 


By HENRY C. CASSIDY. 


MOSCOW, Thursday, Oct. 29.— 
(P)}—The Russians today acknow!l- 
edged their second withdrawal in 
the battle-torn city of Stalingrad 
in 24 hours, but reported that the 
Red army had made gains north- 
west of Stalingrad and on the 
Black sea front of the west Cau- 
casus. 


The midnight Soviet communi- 
que said the Germans had ad- 
vanced about 200 yards at one 
point in the factory district of 
north Stalingrad after gaining 
about two blocks during the pre- 
vious night by throwing in huge 
masses of men, tanks and planes. 


At another point, the commu- 
nique said, a company of motor- 
ized infantry broke through So- 
viet lines to the southwest out- 
skirts of one factory, but was 
completely wiped out. 

Intense Fighting. 

The intensity of the fighting in 
Stalingrad was indicated by Rus- 
sian claims that Soviet artillery 
and mortar fire and air attacks 
had destroyed 12 companies of 
German infantry (more than 2,000 
men), 30 tanks, 90 trucks and 18 
artillery batteries. 

gaa radio reported that the 
R army’s relief attack north- 
west of Stalingrad had resulted in 
further Russian gains after fierce 
hand-to-hand fighting which cost 
the Germans 1,200 dead. 

The communique, referring to 
fighting in this sector, said the 
Germans had launched eight coun- 
terattacks agajnst one height, but 
that all the attacks were repelled 
and the Russians launched coun- 
terblows killing more than 500 
enemy troops. 

Dramatic Reversal. 

Soviet dispatches» from the 
Black sea area a wdra- 
matic reversal of the military po- 
sition in which the Nazis ‘were 
rolled back from Tuapse in heavy 
mountain combat, 

The communique said the Ger- 
mans had thrown reserves into 
this sector and had tried to: take 
a height held by the Red army. 
The Russiaris, however, fought 
until the Germans were exhaust- 
ed and then counterattacked, kill- 
ing about 200 Germans.

A congressional committee today 
laid the blame for the crash of an 
airliner, killing its 12 occupants, to 
an air rendezvous between the pi- 
lot of an Army bomber and the co- 
pilot of the commercial ship.

INavy’ s Damage 
To Equipage of 
Foe Very Heavy 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—(>)— 
Japanese trying to take the vital 
air field on Guadalcanal are being 
mowed down in far greater num- 
bers than the American defenders, 
the Navy announced today in a 
communique which also described 
the damage to enemy equipment 
as “very heavy.” 

Possibly because of the .osses 
they have suffered since they 
launched their full-scale offensive 
on October 23, the Japanese reduc- 
ed their operations on the night of 
October 26-27 to several “small- 
scale thrusts” against the Ameri- 
can positions. All of these attacks 
were thrown back. 

Otherwise, naval officers inter- 
preted a communique making 
these announcements today as in- 
dicating that the fighting in the 
Solomons was in a lull. They em- 
phasized, however, that there was 
nothing to indicate that Japanese 
naval forces had withdrawn from 
the area of the fighting. 

Lull in Sea Battles. 

After a series of furious sea bat 
tles which erupted at several 
points in the vicinity of the Solo- 
mons over the weekend, it was 
only natural that both sides should 
be catching their breath and tak- 
ing stock of the resulting situation. 

Describing the losses in the land 
fighting, the communique said: 

he ay J losses in men and equip- 
ment in troop actions on the island 
since October 23 have been very 
heavy as compared to our own.” 

Naval officers added to this the 
information that American losses 
have been light.

The period covered by the state- 
ment of losses included much land 
fighting. This reached an appar- 
ent climax on the night of October 
24-25. 

Light Thrusts. 

Then an attack from the south 
penetrated positions held by the 
Army. The Japanese were driven 
back before dawn, however, and 
all American positions were recap- 
tured. Meanwhile, Marines on the 
north of the air field gained some 
ground. 

Since then, the communique said, 
“no report of any action (other 
than the light thrusts on the night 
of October 26-27) has been receiv- 
ed.” Naval officers emphasized 
that the department here was in 
continuous touch with the fighting 
forces in the Solomons.

Aboard another ship the next 
two days I found the strain of 
being a spectator in battle much 
worse than being a participant. 
Survivors packed on the ship be- 
haved admirably, however, under 
very trying conditions. My ad- 
miration especially went out to the 
wounded who did not whimper 
though they lay helpless with the 
battle raging about them. 

The British escort did an ex- 
traordinarily fine piece of work, 
not only inp rotecting the convoy 
and in picking up survivors but 
in the excellent care and treat- 
ment of survivors on the way back, 
I have nothing but deepest respect 
and admiration for those men. 

Where so many men are heroes 
few stand out, but I want to tell 
of one —- my ship's chief officer, 
John Munro. 

He found his boat jammed in 
gripes, with the men about unable 
to launch it. He cut through a 
stubborn four-inch line with a 
‘Small sheath knife to allow the 
boat to be lowered. When the 
boat was water borne, it jammed 
beneath the overboard discharge 
and ‘was taking water rapidly. 
Munro managed to cut it 
again and keep it afloat with its 
20:men aboard until the mine- 
sweeper made the rescue. 

Proud of Crew. 

I am very proud of my _ gun 
crew, everyone of whom put out 
his best in workmanlike, cool 
fashion and I am extremely thank- 
ful that no man of that crew was 
lost.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—(#)— 
The “unplanned recruiting” of doc- 
tors for the armed services has led 
the nation to “a dangerous health 
emergency,” a senate subcommit- 


tee charged today in calling for 
immediate action to assure medi- 
cal care for civilians as well as 
soldiers. 

Senator Pepper, Democrat, Flor- 
ida, as chairman of the labor sub- 


committee on manpower, issued. 


the report asserting that there had 
been “a tremendous unnecessary 
over-militarization of the doctor 
supply at the expense of the civil- 
ian population” and that “the na- 
tion has been fortunate to have 
avoided serious local or even na- 
tional epidemics to date.” 
Figures of Report. 

“If the information supplied this 
committee is accurate,” the report 
said, “approximately one-third of 
the medical effectives of the coun- 
try are now in the armed forces. 

“According to the information 
received by the committee the 
military services desire to main- 
tain their present ratio of approxi- 
mately one doctor for every 100 
men in service.” 

If that ratio is continued, the 
report declared, two out of three 
doctors will be in military service 
next year and there will be an 
average of only one doctor for each 
3,000 civilians, contrasted with a 
national average of about one to 
1,100 before the war. 

“In some counties in the south- 
ern states, hitherto fairly well sup- 
plied with physicians, there is now 
only one doctor for 7,000 
viduals,” it continued. 

“Foolish” Methods. 

The report charged that “foolish 


and dangerous” methods used to) 


recruit physicians for military 
service had resulted in “hoarding 
and freezing unused doctors in the 
American armed forces in a ratio 
double that of the British.” 

“The conditions are so acute and 
dangerous,” Pepper’s report said, 
“that this preliminary report is 
made public with the recommenda- 
tion that at the earliest possible 
moment the following steps should 
be taken:

Freshman All-America? 37° 12° Bovieh 
(Washington Post) and this correspondent entered into 
more or less hot prose debate over the relative merits of 
southern baseball stars in the majors.

prejudices against quick recognition of young up- 
starts, that lad Clint Castleberry might well be the 
first freshman in decades to win All-American rating. 
He’s the boy in the Georgia Tech backfield who com- 
pleted one of Navy’s passes at Annapolis Saturday 
and toted it 95 dazzling yards to a touchdown. 
“Apparently, it’s an ill war that doesn’t blow somebody 
good. It was the war that gave Georgia Tech license to 
play some of its freshman talent on the varsity, and in a 
peacetime year young Castleberry would have been bloom- 
ing unseen on a mere freshman team. As it is, he’s a hot 
article on the varsity. 

“That 95-yard runback was by no means Castleberry’s 
only contribution to the latest of unbeaten Georgia Tech’s 
victories. He was in there at the tailback position doing a 


‘better-than-fair job of it throwing left-handed passes, and 


when he wasn’t throwing ’em, he was catching ‘em for 
Georgia Tech. He took one pass for a 40-yard gain. He 
breezed around end for 21 yards the first time he carried 
the ball; and he broke through tackle for a 52-yard ramble 
late in the afternoon.

that we asked Jack Troy, of The Atlanta Constitution, the 
Boswell of all Georgia teams, how come Castleberry had 
received no press notices last yéar. 


“‘Last year that boy was playing high school 
football,’ related Troy. ‘Until five months ago, he 
was still in high school. But we knew all about him 
down at Atlanta. The coach at Atlanta Boys’ High 
never let Castleberry play much more than a quarter 
of any game, or they’d roll up such a score it would 
be uninteresting. We knew Georgia Tech was get- 
ting a great football player.’ 


“Watching Georgia Tech bewilder Navy the other day, 
it was understandable how the Yellow Jackets were able 
to beat Notre Dame early in the season. Navy was pitiable 
at times and in its attempt to solve Georgia Tech’s double- 
passing behind the line and its sharpshooting air attack. 
The Yellow Jackets were both fast and clever, and they 
hit hard.” ‘ 

Povich lauds a notable contribution Tech is making to 
college football at a time when the swing is to the T-for- 
mation. He added, “The Yellow Jackets of Coach Bill 
Alexander put on a show calculated to restore faith in the 
single-wing and the indirect pass. 

“Georgia Tech demonstrated that a football team 
could be exciting without the T-formation. The 
Yellow Jackets bamboozled Navy with its reverses, 
end-around plays, hidden passes and other hocus- 
pocus. There were times when Navy didn’t know 
which back had the ball until they spotted three 
empty-handed backs. Tech even dusted off the old 
Statue of Liberty play and gained 15 yards with it. 
They faked a kick and threw a 40-yard pass to Castle- 
berry, and they lateraled off a forward pass for a 
22-yard gain. 

“The Yellow Jackets seemed to hold Navy rather lightly, 
anyway. After piling up a 14-0 lead in the second quarter, 
Georgia Tech wasn’t worried much about holding it. Deep 
in their own territory, they still continued to pass against 
all orthodoxy. They acted like a team that felt it could 
always get as many touchdowns as it needed to beat Navy.” 


: ; In far-away Madison, Wis., home. of 
Stull Arguing the U. of Wisconsin Badgers, Sports 
Editor Hank Casserly, of the Wisconsin Capital Times, 
takes issue on any thought that the midwest is not supreme 
in football.

If the midwestern teams wanted to play badly 
enough, they could find a way. 
They still must recall what happened to Ohio 

State that time. 

Casserly refers one and all to national ratings over the 
years.’ What good is a national rating when teams of one 
conference insist on playing one another? 

He might take a quick check of the current ratings.

The American Football Statisti- 
cal Bureau reported today that 
Sinkwich has gained 1,170 yards 
by passing and running in six 
games to take a commanding 200- 
yard margin over Governali, who 
has played in one less game. 

And Davis, the Georgia sprint 
star who occasionally takes Sink. 
wich’s passes, has gathered in 12 
of them on plays covering 410 
yards — almost an unparalleled | 
mark.

The AP Makes Answer 
_ Freedom of the press is one of the basic 
freedoms upon which the United States stands. 
When that freedom goes, all other freedoms go 
with it. It is fundamental to the American ideal 
of liberty for all men. 

The essence of freedom of the press is free- 
dom from any sort of government control. 

The United States government, through At- 
torney General Arnold, brought suit against 
the Associated Press, charging it is a monopoly. 
*This week the Associated Press filed its formal 
denial of those charges. 

The Associated Press is a mutual, co-opera- 
tive association of 1,245 members, all of whom 
are owners of newspapers. It makes no money, 
it pays no dividends. Its individual members 
are assessed to meet the cost of gathering and 
distributing the news. Each member furnishes 
the news gathered in its own territory and 
each member gets the news gathered by all 
other members, all over the world. 

The very name of the Associated Press has 
become synonymous with reliability in news 
reporting. That is the first, the primary value 
of all news. The Associated Press, in its denial 
of monopoly charges, sapiently points out that, 
if it could no longer select its associated news- 
papers, that reliability would be weakened, if 
not entirely obliterated. 

It is the ideal of news, in the words of Mr. 
Arnold's own bill of complaint, that it meet 
“the highest standards of accurate, non-parti- 
san and comprehensive news reporting.” It is 
because of the co-operative nature of the Asso- 
ciated Press that it has met this test in such 
outstanding manner. If Mr. Afnold succeeds in 
his suit against the Associated Press, he will, 
unquestionably, destroy the co-operative fea- 
ture of its activities. 

Which means, in large measure, that the 
very feature of news reporting he applauds, its 
“accurate, non-partisan and comprehensive” 
character, will be seriously endangered.

Army Week 

This is Army Week. A special week during 
which all of us are called upon to give special 
thought to our Army. A week set aside, of all 
the 52, when the needs and the achievements of 
the United States Army shall be the particular 
concern of all Americans. 

Of course, in these days of war, every week 
is Army Week, in very real sense. Yet, we can 
always go a little further, do a little more, to 
meet. a special call for special occasion. 

The greatest need of the moment, the Army 
itself says, is for the enlistment of the younger 
men, the men of-18 and 19 who are not yet 
subject to the draft. There is bill in congress 
to extend the draft to these ages. But it will 
not be finally passed until after the November 
elections. 

In the meantime, the Army is appealing for 
all of these younger men who can, to volunteer. 
They are needed. ’ 

There is one great advantage enjoyed by the 
volunteer over the drafted man. The volunteer 
can choose any branch of the Army in which 
he wishes‘ to serve. The drafted man cannot, 
he must go where he is sent. 

Men of these lower age groups usually make 
better soldiers than the older men. They have 
quicker nervous co-ordination. They have the 
enthusiasm of youth, reflected in greater alert- 
ness and greater stamina. An Army division, 
with a proper proportion of these younger men 
in its ranks, will outmarch, outmaneuver and 
outfight another division formed exclusively of 
older men. That has been proven, time and 
again, in actual experience. 

So, to celebrate this Army Week, we can 
best serve by encouraging as many as possible 
of the younger men to volunteer for their 
favorite branch of service, today, before their 
draft calls come.

Purely Voluntary 

The newest plan of the War Manpower Com- 
mission, intended to keep farm workers on 
their jobs, is commendable and will be of great 
value to the nation at war if it works as intend- 
ed. It must be remembered, however, the sug- 
gestions call only for voluntary compliance on 
the part of draft boards, the Army, Navy and 
Marine recruiting officers and industrial em- 
ployers. If these groups comply with the sug- 
gestions, well and good. If they do not, the 
nation will be a long step nearer the enactment 
of laws for compulsory control of all types of 
workers. 

The commission asks that draft boards grant 
occupational deferment to men engaged in 
essential farm work, with the proviso the de- 
ferment will be withdrawn if the men leave 
that employment. This applies to dairy, live- 
Stock and poultry farming. 

The Army and Navy are asked to refrain 
from recruiting such farm workers and not to 
accept them as volunteers. 

All other employers are asked not to employ 
skilled workers who have been engaged in 
these three types of farm work. 

The Agriculture Department is asked to 
stabilize wages for these workers so as to assist 
farmers in securing and keeping an adequate 
supply of labor, 

All good suggestions, if they will work. And, 
as stated, their workability depends entirely on 
the degree with which the draft boards, Army 
and Navy recruiters and industrial employers, 
voluntarily comply. 

It is a direct test of the voluntary method 
of labor control, so ardently advocated by many 
leaders, including the heads of organized labor.

Georgia Editors Say: 


HOG BRISTLES $5 PER Wn su! 
(From The Sandersville Progress.) 

Boys on the farms of America have a fine 
opportunity to realize neat sums of money by 
saving hog bristles which bring as high as $5 
per pound. 

Washington county farm boys should plan now 
to reap this rich harvest which has heretofore 
been thrown away. The bristles heretofore used 
have been imported from China and other coun- 
tries. Farmers in America said they could not 
afford the time to save their hog bristles, but 
now with the importation cut off, it becomes 
necessary to save bristles so badly needed for 
paint brushes, 

The best paint brushes are made of hog 
bristles... Those measuring four inches long are 
worth $5 per pound, while those from two and 
a half to three inches in length will sell for $3 
per pound. The bristles are found on the necks 
and backs of hogs. The older hogs, of course, 
have the longest and best bristles. These may 
be clipped and allowed to grow out again. Thus 
it will be seen here is a money crop that has 
no end to its possibilities. The nation normally 
imported 6,000,000 pounds of hog bristles an- 
nually. Supposing that the price today averaged 
$4 per pound, it will be seen that $24,000,000 for 
a waste product is really worth saving. 

The War Production Board has called on the 
nation to save bristles in order that paint brushes 
will not become extinct. The government uses 
a vast amount of paint brushes in painting ships, 
planes, tanks, etc. Substitutes like rayon,. horse- 
hair and vegetable fibers are being used, but are 
not as satisfactory as the hog bristles. Every

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
OFFENSIVE IN AFRICA WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—It is too 


early yet to venture a statement 
on the true meaning of the latest British offensive in Africa, but 
many military men are beginning to see in it all of the earmarks 
of the long awaited second front. 

Taken alone, the new British move would 
carry no unusual significance. It might be 
merely another of the series of attacks and 
counterattacks that have driven across the face 
of North Africa during the past two years. 
There have been some half dozen of them, the 
last one ending with Rommel’s forces being 
halted only 70 miles from Alexandria. 

But other circumstances indicate that the 
present drive may be far more ambitious than 
anything yet undertaken in the African theater. 
Reports have come from London and Madrid 
that American and Free French forces have 
been concentrated in the Lake Chad region of 
Africa in larger numbers than the entire Brit- 
ish eighth army of the Nile. There is the 
report, also, which reached us through London 
sources last week, that a large contingent of 
American troops have been landed in Liberia 
on the end of the African hump just below 

Dakar. 

None of the reports have been confirmed by the War Depart- 
ment; neither have they been denied. We only know that there 
has been a considerable movement of our forces in that direction 
for several manths. 


1,000 MILES SOUTH Lake Chad is a fairly large body of 


water some’ 700 miles in the interior 
of Africa immediately below Italian Libya. It lies about 800 miles 
above the equator in a surrounding country ranging from 850 to 
1,000 feet above sea level. Northward to the Mediterranean coast 
is a distance of more than 1,000 miles, across the greatest sand 
wastes of the world—the Sahara desert. 

If the troops we have there are not for the purpose of striking 
across the desert at Rommel’s rear, it is difficult to understand 
their presence. No force of that magnitude would be required to 
man any of our air stations across the continent of Africa. 

The only assumption is, accepting the London and Madrid re- 
ports at their face value, that we are prepared to launch an attack 
against Italian Libya from this direction while the British are 
pressing Rommel from Egypt. Any such combination of forces 
as the reports indicate should be sufficient to chase the Germans 
and Italians out of Africa, giving the Allied Nations complete con- 
yy Ring the Mediterranean for the first time since the beginning 
of the war. 


INVASION OF ITALY Control of the Mediterranean would 
open the way for laying down an in- 
vasion force in Italy, which is supposed to be ripe for a knock- 
out blow. From Italy it should be a simple matter to send an 
army around the head of the Adriatic through Yugoslavia and 
Rumania for a junction with the Russians in the Ukvaine. 

Thus the second front would be opened without the necessity 
of making a frontal attack on the highly fortified Nazi-occupied 
areas of western Europe, an attack which military men say would 
cost us untold lives in the initial stages. 

The concentration the British have been making lately on 
Italian cities tends to support this appraisal of events. Steady 
blows have been delivered by long-range bombers against Italy 
for the first time in months. The new emphasis is on Il Duce’s 
domain rather than Germany or Occupied France, 


SAHARA NOT IMPASSABLE If the purpose of Free French 


and American forces at Lake 
Chad is as outlined, our military leaders are evidently prepared 
to renounce. the old tradition that the Sahara is an impassable 
waste of flaming sand. The experience gained in the Libyan desert 
fighting has probably convinced them that the tradition is a hang- 
over from the old camel days before the advent of airplanes, 
tractors and motorized equipment. 

When camel caravans formed the only method for negotiatin 
the desert, travelers who became lost or ran out of water died 
a miserable death of thirst. Somehow the British and the Ger- 
mans have been fighting for months in Libya under similar desert 
conditions without serious handicap 

The troops we have sent to Lake Chad have bi trained espe- 
cially for desert warfare. Military men say it is perfectly feasible 
for them to cross the Sahara and do it in double-quick time. Mo- 
torized equipment with caterpillar treads is the thing that has 
made it possible. There are well-known routes through the sandy 
wastes connecting with the Axis base at Tripoli.

in volunteering for what is often 
a rather thankless job should not 
also prove a financial expense io 
them, in any degree. 

After all, however, the individu- 
al expense is a small thing, espe- 
cially now meals are provided. 

And the nursing aides are per- 
forming a very essential duty. 

There isn’t a hospital in Atlanta 
which is not facing a very serious 
problem in the lack of fully quali- 
fied nurses. So many trained 
nurses have gone into Army and 
Navy service. Some hospitals have 
been harder hit than others, but 
there isn’t a one with a sufficient 
staff of nurses, judging by prewar 
standards. 

The volunteer nursing aides can 
relieve the remaining nurses of a 
lot of work. There are some things 
only the regular, fully trained 
nurses can do. But there are many 
things the aides can do. 

I would like to give a personal 
cheer for the girls and women who 


have volunteered for this nursing 


aide duty and to assure each one 
who volunteers in the future that 
stk: has the admiration of every- 
one of us. 

It takes time, to be sure. Only 
women who can arrange their rou- 
tines to find the time required 
should apply. It takes hard work 
and it requires, frequently, that 
- Age upper lip be kept mighty 
stiff. 

But it is real service to human- 
ity and to our country in time of 
emergency. That is what makes 
it so terribly worth while to all 
women with the ability to under- 
stand.

the only consistent follower of the 
Communist party line in congress. 
Marcantonio was anti-war, anti- 
defense and, according to this 
book’s own contentions, anti- 
American or pro-Axis, up to the 
hour when Hitler attacked Russia, 
but his record is ignored and his 
name does not occur at all. That 
is the tipoff on this campaign doc- 
ument, but it should be pointed out 
also that it condemns Congress-

Their looks don’t gite off any 
thrills, Even their wives no longer regard them as Carey Grants 
or young Greek gods. 

Instead of having any locks of hair.to peddle to the highest 
bidder, most of them are investing in ténics and massages to try 
and keep what they’ve got. 

They are just plain guys who have, it so happens, taken a rather 
bad beating from the government they are working for today. 

They were the fair-haired boys back in the era of wonderful 
nonsense. They were selling shares and making men rich over- 
night when the crash came in 1929. 

There were plenty of people to blame. I always figured the 
saps who crowded into the brokers’ office wtih money in their 
fists, shouting “take mine,” were as much at fault as anyone.

Space. District chairman is Joseph L. Morris.

For that matter, 
if we had looked ahead and acted boldly and wisely to protect 
ourselves, there would have been no Second World War. | 

Our present attitude toward the war—what we do or fail to 
do—is determined by the present state of the war.

BALTIMORE, Oct. 28.—(/)— 
Merchant Seaman J. C, Courson, 
who has made the perilous convoy 
voyage to Russia, has a formula 
to tell whether a bomb will hit 
your ship. 

“All you have to do it watch it. 
If you can see any part of the 
tail, and if the bomb looks oblong, 
there’s nothing to worry about. 
It'll miss. 

“But if you see only the points, 


and it looks like a perfectly round 
dot. ... Well... then it’s time 
to stand from under.” 

Courson should know. He saw 
hundreds of bombs loosed upon 
his and other Liberty ships for 
five consecutive days during the 
trip to Russia.

OCD Revises 


Rules to Handle 
Enemy Bombs 


New Incendiary Types 
Invented by Both 
Japs, Nazis. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—(4)— 
Director James M. Landis, of the 


Office of Civilian Defense, today 
announced revised instructions for 
dealing with new types of enemy 
fire bombs, chief of which he list- 
ed as an attached explosive charge 
set off@by a time fuse. 

Discussing new types of bombs 
being used by both Germans and 
Japanese, the OCD chief termed 
the “jet of water” still the most 
potent weapon in fighting large 
and small incendiaries. 

While many delayed-explosion 
bombs are attached to the regular 
type incendiaries which burst into 
flames upon impact, the effect of 
the time blast is largely incendi- 
ary, Landis said, and defense 
workers should dampen the area 
around the bomb from a protected 
position. 

The OCD announcement warned 
civilians against use of “all such 
smothering agents as ‘bomb extin- 
guishing’ powders, scoops, 
grabs and snuffers. They are en- 
tirely without merit and may 
endanger the lives of persons who 
depend upon them.” 

Use of either the water “spray 
system” or sand, is “‘no longer rec- 
ommended,” the OCD said, “be- 
cau 2 the possibility of fragmenta- 
tion makes it too dangerous to ap- 
proach the bomb sufficiently close 
to apply them.” 

New types of enemy bombs 
aimed at starting fires and at the 
same time “eliminating” the fire- 
fighting crews include: | 

The old-style 2.2-pound fire 
bomb “with an extension of the 
nose containing a larger explosive 
charge,” which increases the to- 
tal weight to five pounds. 


A combination incendiary and) 


high explosive bomb, about the 
same size and shape as the old- 
style 110-pound high explosive 
bomb, which ejects 60 incendiary 
units and explodes a 12-pound 
charge of TNT. 


A phosphorus-oil bomb similar | 


to the 110-pound explosive bomb, 
which may be extinguished by wa- 
ter but flames anew when dry. 

A Japanese bomb weighing 
about 110 pounds, and designed to 
start several scattered small fires.
